Secretary of State Emmerson has is- 
sued to the respective county clerks of 
the state official notice of passage of 
the act, together with the requirement 
for to the voters. 

Provisions of the Aet. 

The purpose of the act, as set forth 
by Secretary of State Emmerson, in 
the notice received yesterday by Coun- 
ty Clerk Sweitzer, is to provide to 

“every person who was enlisted, war- 
pane’: ‘or commissioned, and who 


military or naval service of the 
United States at any time between 
April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, and 
who at the time of entering the service 
were resident of the state of Illinois, a 
bonus or compensation of 50 cents for 
each day of active service, but in no 
event to exceed the sum of $300.”

A Broup of 20,000 men, with their dependents, 
representing probably 100,000 people, and a much 
smaller group of persons, stockholders, represented 
by a board of control: operating street cars, are un- 
able to agree as to wages and working conditions, 
and a city of 3,000,000 people suffers.
